Since the success child training 
depends, great part, upon the method 
procedure, these few suggestions may 
not out place here: Avoid trying 
teach impossible things. honest with 
children. Train for moral self-depend- 
ence. Treat the child with courtesy even 
thing wrong one day, wrong the 
next day. Teach duty toward God first, 
then duty toward the neighbor and self. 
Punish when there other alterna- 
tive, but make the punishment flow 
naturally possible from the offense. 
the child has broken window through 
carelessness, require him pay for 
from his little savings rather than make 
him resentful whipping him and send- 
ing him bed. The consequence the 
birch stick and the woodshed more 
likely anger against avenging 
parent than anger against guilty self.

One the most efficient means 
child training play. one time grave 


adults looked upon play appalling 


loss time, mere waste energy. 
deeper knowledge the psychology 
childhood has led the realization that 
play essential element growth, 
and that child who does not play hand- 
icapped his later life. 

The normal place for the child’s play 
the home, for the young child needs 
close supervision, and long 
happily playing the house, the yard, 
the immediate neighborhood, the 
mother can observe him the midst 
her housework. forced leave 
the home search play facilities, the 
consequence may unfortunate, both 
physically and morally. little inge- 
nuity plus very small outlay money 
will create ample and attractive indoor 
and outdoor means play for the young 
child. The earnest parent tries provide 
toys and play apparatus that appeal 
the child’s interest. The older boys and 
girls, also, need play equipment which 
affords them opportunities for construc- 
tive activity and about the home. 
Tendencies certain hobbies, tinker- 
ing with radios old autos for boys, and 
cooking sewing for girls, should 
encouraged. The parents who plan for 
play activities intelligently providing 
form training for the child, not less 
important than the formal education 
which receives school.

matter fact that the health 
very many children grossly neg- 
lected. Luther Burbank once said, “If 
paid more attention our plants 
than our children, would 
now living jungle weeds.” The 
truth his words are borne out the 
results physical examinations our 
schools which show that the typical 
school child the United States has one 
more bodily defects which can and 
should treated. Among the most com- 
mon may enumerated defective teeth, 
vision, hearing, tonsils that need atten- 
tion, malnutrition, tuberculosis, heart 
disease, and orthopedic defects. Few 
parents realize when the necessity for 
treatment exists, unless brought 
their notice. Some essentials good 
health are hygienic day-by-day routine, 
wholesome food, sufficient sleep, health- 
ful exercise, and cleanliness. Mistakes 
made the physical care the child are 
often irreparable. the field health 
especially true that “an ounce 
prevention worth pound cure.” 


Mental Hygiene Important 


Another duty, and one that even 
more important than physical health, 
mental health. The troubles many 
children are based “unconscious” mo- 
tives. Peculiarities children, such 
imaginative sickness, excessive fears, 
avoidance other children’s company 
are often caused mental content 
which unconscious. Many such pecu- 
liarities may traced neurotic, 
discontented, querulous parent.

Children are best trained this 
parents, unselfish enough give the 
adolescent boy girl the needed inde- 
pendence action live his own life, 
without overemotional sympathy 
from the parents every time difficulty 
arises. Let the child learn the doctrine 
the Cross Christian sacrifice.

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saints and martyrs that may not grow 
adult. 

All this does not mean that parents 
should not love their children.

cious things all the world. must 
love willing sacrifice itself for the 
sake the child, for such love the 
most precious single 
which child can enjoy.

same time, highly important occupa- 
tion that parenthood. seems iron- 
ical that the modern vocational-guidance 
movement has devoted much time and 
energy the training stenographers, 
bookkeepers, mechanics, 
others for efficiency the various trades 
and occupations, and has paid compara- 
tively little attention the supremely 
important occupation parenthood. 

The boys and girls today are the 
fathers and mothers tomorrow. Now 
the time give them the training which 
will enable them, later years, be- 
come good parents. This implies training 
training the use money, and, most 
all, training the moral phases 
home life. 

The child should learn example 
the moral responsibilities parenthood. 
Excellent discipline the part the 
parents makes extremely likely that 
the growing sons and daughters will 
handle their own children intelligently 
future years. Finally, the home at- 
mosphere, pervaded supernatural 
spirit, the best possible guarantee that 
the children will establish homes their 
own which the same beautiful spirit 
religious love will hold sway.

survey exceptional children find 
the blind, the deaf, the crippled and the 
maimed, those low vitality, speech 
defects, behavior problems, superior and 
mentally retarded, and the only 
child. Each requires special understand- 
ing and treatment. seek claim for 
society the assets which can realized, 
with proper care, each handicapped 
child. The problem naturally falls into 
two divisions: (1) The recognition the 
condition; this must done parents 
and teachers under the supervision the 
doctor. (2) The treatment the case 
which depends the 


Defective Eyesight 


Defective eyesight very often not 
recognized until becomes very serious. 
For these, sightsaving classes have been 
established. The pupils are those whose 
vision diminished beyond the point 
where they can carry 
satisfactorily under ordinary classroom 
conditions; and those who apparently 
see well enough use ordinary school 
equipment but who suffer from extreme 
farsightedness nearsightedness. 
These difficulties are likely increase. 
The aims the sightsaving classes are 
(1) teach each child conserve his 
vision; (2) provide opportunity 
make normal school progress; (3) 
guide the child through school life 
order that may select his vocation 
wisely with respect his eye condition. 
Totally blind children attend school 
for the blind where they are trained 
take their places creditably the see- 
ing world. 


The Deaf and Hard Hearing 


Sad may seem, there are still 
found individuals who are 
sympathetic toward the hard hearing 
the deafened child. These people have 
conception the blank which comes 
into these lives and the bitterness which 
often follows. Children cannot apply 
they not hear well. Lip 
reading can and has produced marvelous 
changes the attitude these handi-

capped children toward their misfortune. 
Those who are deaf and dumb can also 
taught lip reading. Lip-reading classes 
have been established for this purpose 
and many have been made self-reliant 
and happy through this training. 


The Crippled Child 

The recent epidemic poliomyelitis, 
leaving its wake hundreds children 
with varying degrees muscle weakness 
and paralysis, points out more than 
ever the need supply proper education 
for crippled and maimed children. 
find the type who need visiting teachers 
into the home; the child, who, 
though crippled, may attend school and 
through corrective exercises restored 
health; the child who may attend 
school but whose handicap great 
that his condition will not improve. 

Usually these children are irregular 
speech and muscular control. they 
succeed sheer will power. One 
must praise them for the effort and not 
the result, and encourage them 
whatever possible. must make the 
child have the impulse carry on. 
Special classes have been established for 
crippled children where they are taught 
regular classroom work and given cor- 
rective exercises specially trained 
teachers. 


Children with Low Vitality 

The causes low vitality are many 
and varied. Under this heading, find 
anemic, cardiac, those with endocrine 
disorders, epileptic, etc. The majority 
such physical afflictions begin before the 
child enters school. Many them under 
adequate medical supervision 
ventable. the child confined home 
hospital, but not too sick study, 
visiting teacher calls the home 
hospital and teaches him. the child 
not confined home hospital, 
may enter class the open-air school. 
Here the work adjusted for each pupil 
that may keep with his grade 
without strain, the same time benefit- 
ing from extra rest, special diet, and 
fresh air. Proper health habits are devel- 
oped that when the child returns 
ordinary grades may care for his 
health. 

Speech Defects 

Some pupils are constantly faced with 
sense failure expressing thoughts 
and the exchange ideas account 
the lack coherent speech. Good 
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speech important, and will prob- 
ably the most used activity after the 
school period over. Before corrections 
can made, atmosphere ease must 
established. this all feeling 
anxiety and fear must removed. 
study should made the position 
the speech organs and these should 
shown the child. Speech corrective 
classes enable the child learn the 
special corrective exercises suitable 
correct his particular difficulty and 
thereby help himself overcome the 
handicap. 


Behavior Problems 


Behavior problems usually have 
their starting point some form physi- 
cal disability, unhappy home conditions, 
insufficient food, insufficient clothing, 
insufficient rest which prevents the child 
from competing equal terms with his 
companions either the schoolroom, 
the playgrounds both. Inability 
compete successfully the normal 
social activities life leads the child 
find compensation elsewhere. 

Were all children supervised 
during their preschool days that they 
would enter the classroom with healthy 
bodies, acute sense organs, and intact 
brain structures, half the problems 
teachers would automatically disappear. 
Could the child through life well fed, 
warmly clothed, sufficiently rested, and 
reasonably happy frame mind 
another third our problems would 
disappear. Behavior problems fall into 
natural groups: 

Those who cannot resist the natural 
impuises stealing, sex delinquency, 
swearing, fighting, temper tantrums, etc. 

Those who through fear turn 
lying, truancy, destructiveness, bullying, 
cruelty, boasting, stammering, 
biting, etc., outlet. 

Those who through lack normal 
outlets accumulate 
producing 
thought and imagination. Development 
fears certain people things, 
obstinacy, sulkiness, and daydreaming 
are typical examples. 

Those whose behavior problems 
have their root mental conflicts. Two 
opposing impulses struggle for supre- 
macy. Lack attention, instability, 
temper outbreaks, sullenness, and obsti- 
nacy are the result. 

combat these difficulties thorough 
study the victim should made and 
adjustments brought about enable the 
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child understand his difficulty and 
get rid his fears. understanding 
talk with person whom the child 
has confidence gives the child oppor- 
tunity uncover his mental disturbances 
sympathetic person who can give 
advice remove the difficulty. Under- 
standing parents, teachers, and social 
workers are often able adjust unsatis- 
factory home physical conditions and 
place the child even footing with 
his playmates, thereby removing the 
need misbehave order get the 
desired attention. 


Superior and Gifted Children 


nature people differ most widely 
their mental abilities. have large 
group average persons, small group 
superior persons, and small group 
those below average intelligence. Those 
with superior mental, physical, social, 
moral, and educational status usually 
have special gifts and abilities. They 
usually have strong love beauty. 
may seem strange say that those 
superior ability may fail school, but 
such possible. The highly gifted child 
often extremely imaginative, and thus 
his mind tends wander other inter- 
ests. His very ease grasping the matter 
the lesson gives him the idea that 
consequence fails develop the habit 
sustained application, which nec- 
essary for success life. 

very great danger for superior chil- 
dren lack competition. They lead 
the class and develop exaggerated 
opinion themselves. With the new 
trends education the superior child 
allowed extra work, which keeps 
him occupied attempting enriched pro- 
gram which has been placed there for his 
benefit antidote against unhealthy 
pride. They show him that also has 
his limitations and keep him his social 
age group. Special work art and 
music appropriate their needs. The 
radio becoming enriching medium 
especially the field music appre- 
ciation. 


Children Below Average Intelligence 

Perhaps the group that receives the 
least and deserves the most sympathy 
the one containing those graded below 
average intelligence. Here have 
varied range mentality including dull 
normals, morons, cretins, mental defi- 
cients, imbeciles, and idiots. The last 
mentioned these not reach the 
classroom but are problem the home. 
They usually become inmates in- 
stitution. 

The causes this handicap include 
inheritance, injuries (including 
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injuries), epilepsy, 
bances, licentiousness, and postencepha- 
litic diseases. These children fail keep 
pace with the average because they are 
naturally incapable doing so. 
expect such child progress through 
school, normal rate, asking the 
impossible. heckle him and punish 
him for being the foot the class 
injustice. The child 
intelligence impressed his own 
failure and disheartened it. 

the duty parents and teachers 
recognize this handicap such child 
and plan his childhood home and 
school that meets with success and 
does not become victim lack 
confidence, behavior problem. 
seems very difficult thing bring 
parents realize that their child 
mentally below average. They refuse 
recognize the symptoms and seem 
falsely ashamed admit them. The 
same parents would not ashamed 
their child were deaf, blind, 
crippled. They would protect him and 
exert themselves supply the partic- 
ular training needed; but the poor child 
who mentally handicapped must try 
the impossible and keep his 
neighbor who blessed with superior 
mentality. blamed for that over 
which has control. Some person 
might responsible for his condition 
but certainly not. 

Within the past fifteen years great 
strides have been made planning the 
education this type child. Dull chil- 
dren are given opportunity special 
classes receive education the 
speed which their ability warrants. Some 
parents not want their child enter 
special class for fear will con- 
sidered below normal. The child struggles 
the ordinary grades trying please 
the pride mistaken parent. The child 
cannot keep the pace and realizes 
quitter. His ability earn living 
very limited when has face the 
world. 

special classes children are placed 
under specially qualified teacher who 
studies the individual and teaches with 
the aim developing any talents with 
which the child has been blessed. These 
talents are not scarce they would 
seem. the child gains confidence 
loses the can’t” idea and half his

The Only Child 


The only child may considered 
exceptional the fact that his home 
conditions and associations differ from 
those other children. Usually his only 
home associates are his parents. The first 
seven years life constitute, perhaps, 
the most important period training 
wholesome mental attitudes. the 
home that the child lays down the 
emotional attitudes that form the basis 
his adult personality. therefore 
the responsibility the parents 
supply home atmosphere that will 
foster the growth healthy attitudes 
their child. 

should kept mind that the 
child begins lay down mental habits 
early age. soon learns love 
those who care for him and their conduct 
becomes pattern upon which models 
his own. takes the moods those 
with whom frequently contact. 
those moods are unreasonable and un- 
healthy, the child also becomes affected 
with them. Association with neurotic 
mother produces neurotic child. child 
highly emotional parents likely 
overexcitable. Too much coddling 
likely foster selfishness leads 
feeling dependence that unfits the 
child face the difficulties which life 
sure bring him. 

The child must taught respect 
the rights and the convenience others. 
This teaching must begin infancy and 
proceed through childhood. this train- 
ing the only child disadvantage 
has not many his immediate 
family consider and, consequently, 
unless constant care exercised 
wise parent, loses many valuable 
lessons. intelligent parent will see 
that his only child brought into 
correct associations the home and with 
children his own age order that 
may grow under natural circum- 
stances and develop pleasing attitudes.

Modern psychology confirms 
obvious truth that child cannot follow 
ideal that vague and void 
concrete details. certain sense 
little pragmatist. can see that 
ideal works out actual 
life, and note how works from 
living example, the more drawn 
believe and adopt it.

Juvenile-court 
proceedings only too conclusively prove 
that unhappy repressed childhood 
school home responsible for 
most juvenile delinquency. Our obliga-

Aside from direct religious instruc- 
tion, the environment, atmosphere, 
the schoolroom the most potent factor 
the growth child’s character. And 


the teacher the largest factor the 
classroom environment, follows that 
the atmosphere she creates all impor- 
tant. Doing God’s will that is, possess- 
ing the habit obedience all just 
laws —is the keynote truly Chris- 
tian character. Shall we, abusing our 
position authority, destroy the basis 
for this important virtue through creat- 
ing the child resentment that may 
easily become carry-over the form 
hatred toward any authority 

Consider the effect children 
teacher who has far lost her vision 
domineering, sarcastic, one who 
unduly impressed her own impor- 
tance. The position the teacher 
dominating anyway; but when she uses 
her authority create atmosphere 
undue formality and repression, the 
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effect the characters the children 
deplorable.

teacher who has attitude over- 
approval, will repel rather than attract 
her charges, because she outrages their 
legitimate sense personal value. They 
will obey through fear 
through love the braver spirits may 
openly rebel. The timid will acquire 
dislike for school which hinders their 
mental and spiritual growth. The over- 
authoritative teacher has the mistaken 
idea that she must appear infallible 
her pupils, and must never admit that 
she has been mistaken. She imagines 
that would lessen her precious 
dignity, whereas reality she would 
increase the confidence her pupils 
what she does maintain and would 
impress them with her love truth 
frank acknowledgment her error. 
hide her chagrin when she finds she 
really has been the wrong, she some- 
times must resort subterfuges that 
not undetected the wary observers 
confronting her. This dictator type 
teacher skeptical the newer concep- 
tion democratic classroom procedure 
where the teacher plays the role, not 
autocrat, but friendly guide expert 
consultant. Only when pupils have 
certain measure freedom organize 
and try out their own plans, can their 
latent possibilities realized. Each 
child must encouraged feel that, 
however handicapped may be, can 
make some contribution society, and 
that success for him lies not meeting 
arbitrary standards but 
any capacities may possess. not 


trait unthinking acquiescence that 


wish develop, but rather intelligent 
respect for authority. 

follows from all this that the feel- 
ing most necessary for establish 
our relations with our pupils general 
confidence our sympathy 
will. This precludes our having favorites, 
condemning before giving hearing, 
harboring grudge, and all other such 
un-Christian behavior. When child 
fault should corrected for 
suitably, course; the teacher must 
have proper control the classroom 
situation, else, she invites disaster. The 
teacher, however, should not treat fault 
offense personal her. Only the 
rightness wrongness the act 
should the point stressed. 

Fortunately the 
dictator type teacher rapidly giving 
place the friendly, calm, sympathetic, 
but nevertheless firm and expert director 
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modern schoolroom into 
where children 
develop desirable social traits whole- 
some atmosphere well-controlled free- 
dom. The will community can grow 
medium love and confidence. 
Therefore, wish the children 
truly social beings, teachers must our- 
selves exhibit the social virtues, espe- 
Christian love and friendliness. 
want children just each other 
play fair, must impartial and 
fair also. expect children 
their resentments, must 
able control ours. want them 
respect authority, must convince 
the love show them that our 
exerted only for their good. 
Thus clear that our personality pro- 
foundly affects the characters our 
charges. 
Conclusion 

have seen, then, that our task 
religious teachers finally resolves itself 
into promoting the general welfare the 
world developing human beings whose 
natural will power has been con- 
verted into supernatural will com- 
munity. 

have seen, too, that must seize 
eagerly this opportunity making

pupils, since that time there has been 
growing recognition the beneficial 
effects segregating children 


groups far possible similar 
mental and social abilities. Various ex- 
periments have been made with view 
finding the best bases for grouping 


children, and those listed above seem 
the most popular. 

Homogeneous grouping not the same 
thing ability grouping, seen from 
the foregoing list bases. may 
done for the purpose remedial work 
for the purpose preparing certain 
group for college. Yet for the most part 
the needs, aims, and objectives pupils 
are great measure dependent upon and 
determined their abilities. Since 
are interested primarily here the 
bright pupil shall list the advantages 
for him homogeneous grouping. First, 
superior pupils usually more and 
better work homogeneous than un- 
divided classes. Second, pupil attitude 
improved; that is, superior pupils are 
less apt develop lazy habits, just in- 
ferior ones are less apt acquire the 
habit failure. Third, teaching made 
easier. 

There financial difficulty small 
schools securing sufficient teachers and 
sufficient rooms handle homogeneous 
groups. Since the small school 
large majority the United States, this 
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disadvantage makes grouping 
almost impossible many schools. 

There are other disadvantages alleged 
against homogeneous grouping, but these 
are for the most part only imaginary. 
Teachers and parents are frequently 
unprepared for the venture that they 
give credence the theory that there 
something undemocratic about section- 
ing pupils the basis intelligence, 
and that species “educational 
This argument easily 
answered the fact that treat all 
pupils alike the most unequal treat- 
ments. give each one opportunity 
develop along lines for which fitted 
nature far more just. 

Some persons argue that placing su- 
perior pupils group will tend de- 
velop them feeling superiority, 
and that placing inferior pupils 
group will tend develop them feel- 
ing discouragement. The effect just 
the opposite. Superior pupils not find 
easy excel when grouped with 
their peers and inferior pupils not find 
much cause for discouragement when 
grouped with their equals. 

Some commentators fear that superior 
pupils will injured overwork when 
segregated. Overwork does not happen 
often and need not happen all when 
teachers and parents are sensible.

What High-School Graduate? 


Marks constitute very important aspect school adminis- 
tration, though intrinsically they may have no—and this 
seems the fact times relation education. them 
depend promotion and graduation and transfer from one in- 
stitution another. Presumably then they are not merely 
necessary evil academic bookkeeping but represent some 
substantial evaluation the students’ progress advance- 
ment education. 

The Carnegie Foundation’s bulletin, The Student and His 
Knowledge, has some interesting comments student grades 
and teacher marking that deserve discussion. open the 
subject 

The obvious fact the amazing variation and variability 
marking practice. The report remarks admission college 
determined high-school grades and high-school gradua- 
tion, “there little wonder the heterogeneity college 
classes.” But let look some the facts 
practice. The report says: 

“For our purpose the most conspicuous feature the chart 
the fact that the same letter grade has widely different 
meanings different high schools. one-fourth the schools, 
about number, the average English score pupils who 
received the letter grade ‘A’ was 153 less, yet other large 
high schools had groups pupils, all marked ‘B,’ who averaged 
from 152 260; and one school had group averaging 205, all 
whom were marked ‘D.’ The score 205 above per cent 
the whole 26,000 cases. one nine schools having groups 
marked ‘F,’ ‘failure,’ these failures averaged 145, which was 
about the average score all the ‘B’ groups and was above 
the average ‘A’ pupils six schools.” 

There times disturbing relation between the intel- 
ligence test (Otis) and the average grade English for the 
eight semesters. 

Twelve per cent the “A” groups are lower intelligence 
than the average “B” group. 

One “B” group above the “A” groups per cent the 
schools. 

One “C” group above the average the “A” groups. 

The figures above refer the large high 
Pennsylvania outside Philadelphia. The facts for individual 
schools are less striking. one school the “A’s” 
the intelligence test and another the average was 71. 
one school the “A’s” averaged 130 the English test and 
another the average was 
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The contrast between individual schools brought out 
sharply the contrast between obvious superior school and 
three others. The superior school (called the study, School 
48) thus described 

“School obviously superior school, since and 
letter-grade groups are all above the statewide average 
intelligence. There were F-grade pupils this school; yet 
spite the outstanding superiority its pupils, only one 
received grade. Both the and C-grade pupils from this 
school, aggregating 144, and even the D-grade group 46, 
secure English test-score averages far above the English aver- 
ages the A-grade groups from the other three schools. 
intelligence-test scores the B-grade pupils from this school are 
above the averages the A-grade groups from all but nine 
the schools that had A-grade pupils. Its C-grade pupils 
are above three-fourths the B-grade averages, and above the 
averages the A-grade groups from one-third the schools 
that reported.” 

The contrast thus presented: 

“Schools 49, 28, and are violent contrast with School 48. 
School will serve for illustration. This school gave the grade 
eight semesters English seniors who are below 
the pupils School intelligence scores and very far 
below English test averages; they are much below even the 
grade pupils who are below all the letter-grade groups 
School English, and who barely exceed the intelligence 
average the group that school. The group School 
has average above the statewide 85th percentile both 
English and intelligence, while School the B-group aver- 
age stands the 36th percentile English and the 35th 
intelligence. School the pupils are the 99th 
percentile English and the 68th percentile intelligence, 
while School the pupils the group have aver- 
age the 19th percentile intelligence and are the same 
point English.” 

The reports for the small high schools show the same var- 
iability does the reports the large high schools just 
reviewed. 

From this data wonder the Report asks the question: 
What high-school graduate? What achievement Eng- 
lish, any other subject for that matter? all depends 
far graduation and promotion and interscholastic transfer 
are concerned the school and the teacher. representing 
the achievement definite intellectual level, the marks 


have meaning. With all our efforts establish 


and raise standards have simply reached educational 
quagmire. These results might create slight suspicion that 
teachers really not know exactly approximately what 
being aimed the educational process the thing they are 
supposed rating evaluating the marks. Why not 
study your own situation?

Concerning Christmas Decorations 
Sister Lillian, O.S.F. 


Begin early! December, account the 
Christmas program and holiday vacation, 
short month. well for the teacher 
have the room planned and decorated 
advance. 

Christmas decorating time both busy 
and enjoyable our school. Each room has 
its own motif, planned form pleas- 
ing unity when all the rooms are com- 
pleted. Plans are outlined the art teacher 
together with the room teachers several weeks 
before they take actual shape. This permits 
revisions the plan procedure, and 
more careful selection art mediums 
minimum expense. Both faculty and children 
are constantly becoming 
evidenced willingness extra project 
work correlation with school studies, 
addition honor assignments school work. 

carrying out the above plan, the primary- 
room pupils, were divided into groups accord- 
ing individual ability, and the difficulty 
the art problem. This same true all the 
other rooms. less advanced group crayoned 
simple designs tagboard made from original 
paper cuts. more advanced group worked 
out Christmas Eve Village Scene. Colored 
poster papers were used consisting black 
for the sky; brown, orange and yellow-orange 
for buildings; green for trees, and white 
foreground sprinkled with artificial snow. 
cavelike formation green boughs decorated 
with icicles was prepared for crib statues. 

The intermediate room which 
studying design, showed interest making 
original continuous evergreen border against 
sunset sky blue and orange placed 
above the blackboard. Window poinsettia 
designs were made second group, while 
third planned make corner attractive 
evergreen branches adorned with colored 
cellophane ornaments and pendants previously 
made. Beneath this was placed statue 
the Christ Child. 

The upper room worked camel frieze. 
pale-blue tempera sky and natural bogus 
foreground (resembling silver) formed sub- 
dued background for the three kings and 
camels, silhouetted black. Window decora- 
tions consisted Bambino and original 
candle designs. Special joy was derived from 
small fir tree, symmetrically perfect. was 
simply but artistically trimmed silver stars 
and silver icicles varying lengths making 
irregular but attractive festoons. 

art church window motif furnished 
basis for illustrating the Bethlehem Story 
our high-school home room. Crib and shepherd 
transparencies were made for the windows. 
Church windows were painted pastel colors 
—one, geometric design, the other 
Madonna and Child. Blackboard illustrations 
were designed chalk bear festive greet- 
ings. 

Helpful ideas for Christmas planning may 
gained from Christmas cards, gift wrap- 
ping paper, attractive advertisements, art 
pictures, sometimes ideas are seen 
usual places. not copy, but plan 
using all available materials. 

parents and outsiders indicate sympathetic 
attitude toward art. Provided there willing 
co-operation among faculty members and 
earnest pupil activity, these 
Prove successful.

Christmas Window Transparency 


“May make window decorations again 
this Christmas?” asked our high-school stu- 
dents. were pretty last year!” 

This question had been anticipated the 
principal, who with had outlined the 
scheme Christmas decorations throughout 
the school. 

She gave permission gladly, and work was 
begun once. The church window trans- 
parency shown this number was one an- 
swer their question. 

matching transparency, showing the crib 
scene with Mary, Joseph, and the Child Jesus, 
was later development the same plan. 
The remaining three windows had simple 
transparency made poinsettia design. 

casual glance might give the impression 
complicated undertaking, which is. 
The transparency made tissue paper, 
crayon, cellophane, and tagboard, each 
these having been chosen for its special fit- 
ness. The tissue paper was taken from that 
used wrap cellophane, because trans- 
lucent, and the rough side absorbs crayon 
readily. Crayon was used because its perma- 
nence color, even sunlight, and its pleas- 
ing brilliancy, are superior other mediums. 
The tagboard gives stiff body the whole, 
while the cellophane gives luster the 
inner side. 

This piece work successfully 
accomplished due the students’ working 
knowledge the following: figures, pleasing 
space relationships, correct evaluation color 
harmonies, and continued interest complete 
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more advanced art project than they had 
yet attempted. 

_As work progressed, some the students 
viewed from the street and gave helpful 
criticisms. 

few directions for this window design 
may prove valuable. The suggestions given 
here may applied also more general 
way original designs. 

Before cutting the tissue the desired 
shape allow three-fourths-inch border around 
the drawing furnish backing for the 
double tagboard frame. Both frames are 
colored one side with green crayon, 
that both sides are finished picture. 

Crayons should applied heavily for best 
results. Use dark colors for dark areas, light 
colors for light areas, but apply all heavily. 

The design was first drawn newsprint. 
Changes were made until the whole was satis- 
factory. The spaces were broken into those 
shown, after which the design was transferred 
the tissue with carbon paper. Because 
carbon paper smears, each line was traced 
with India ink. The desired colors were in- 
dicated the original newsprint copy 
guide making the finished transparency. 

coloring, the horizontal planes from top 
bottom are: blue, yellow and green; series 
violets light and dark values, followed 
oranges, greens, and yellows bottom 
picture. dark green background shaded into 
blue silhouettes the white lamb. Light and 
dark areas may examined looking 
the picture. Much the beauty the orig- 
inal lost the absence actual colors 
used. Large areas yellow and orange are 
most effective for they admit more light than 
darker colors. They also form beautiful con- 
trasts with violet, blue, and green. Each shep- 
herd figure has its own color harmony, com- 
plementary analogous. 

After the picture was finished, was pasted 
one tagboard frame; the cellophane, pre- 
viously cut the same size, was pasted 
the second frame. The two frames were pasted 
together and the whole was ready for the 
window. Strips transparent adhesive tape 
fastened the window. 


Learning New Words

Lettering one the essential mechanical 
processes art, with strong foundation 
principles, which remain staple, spite 
the fluctuating tide modern printing, with 
the omission margins, irregular spacing, 
and the use several types printing 
the same advertisement poster. 

With the principles followed, there are, how- 
ever, many opportunities for creative ability, 
even such apparently 
branch art. 

observe the commercial posters, 
magazine and bulletin lettering, many innova- 
tions, complete discarding technical prin- 
ciples form, spacing, and type. that 
may, have obligation teach the 
principles lettering. When our pupils be- 
come Sargents, Van Goghs, Cezannes, 
will time enough for them independently 
scatter rules and regulations the four winds, 
and original. well remember, with 
little consolation, that matter how old 
fashioned art principles may termed 
people, these principles never change, but may 
and should serve the foundation for very 
modern art.

Fold one sheet placed vertically 
the desk; lower edge upper edge 
crease cut the fold lay one half aside.

the extra piece, case failure with the 
first cutting. The one-half piece 
remaining, may folded the length, from 
which bowl, glass, some other object 
may cut, represent the letter cut. The 
letter and object may then colored and 
arranged the extra paper, and pasted. 

From the third grade on, words may 
used. Fold paper half and cut. 
Using one the halves, turn down fold 
the length the paper about two inches 
three inches width; crease and cut 
the crease. Fold this strip paper, edge 
edge, once, twice, the vertical, creasing 


each time. This strip may folded yet 


third time, the letters are desired smaller. 
From one strip, eight oblongs are obtained 
for letters. Cut the crease each oblong 
with care. There one great difficulty cut- 
out letters; that the children are inclined 
cut and trim down their letters, height 
and width. Consequently, when the letters 
are pasted, some will tall, while others will 
narrow, the effect being anything but uni- 
form and even.

Fitting the oblong between the two 
drawn pencil lines, the two side lines for the 
letter are drawn against the paper oblong, 
then the oblong moved along complete 
the next space for the letter line, the eye 
designating the eighth inch between 
letters. The teacher will find that with this 
little help, the interminable measuring for each 
letter, routine monotony, may omitted, 
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and more exact spacing will result. The only 
difficulty, the letter will 
require only quarter inch and not the 
full spacing the oblong. The foundation 
the block letter established with the 
oblongs placed line for the building the 
individual letter.

All crossbars should drawn just above 
the center the letter. the Roman alpha- 
bet, with the pointed “A,” the crossbar 
below the center, but the block-letter con- 
struction the “A” crossbar will correspond 
with the other letters.

The general proportions for letters 
are: the height twice the width, there 
any deviation from the squared letter.

For variation and sustaining interest, the 
seven motifs design may used, for the 
decoration designing within the double 
spacing the letter. Very delightful and 
original lettering may worked out thus.

Because the abstract nature formal 
arithmetic when begun, should 
taken very much more slowly than has 
been the practice the past. 

teaching reading, carefully graded vocab- 
ularies are made fit the stages the 
child’s growth. 

teaching spelling, the child does not 
spell word until knows its meaning. 

teaching arithmetic, have not been 
wise. have required the child learn, 
the end the third grade, the numbers 
from 999, and the 390 fundamental 
number combinations. This constitutes about 
per cent the arithmetic vocabulary 
average adult.

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The Posture Problem 


Anthony Payne, O.S.B., Ph.D. 


Many adults know that habit good 
posture necessary for the maintenance 
good health. Yet hundreds adolescents, 
the threshold young manhood woman- 
hood, have developed habits poor posture. 
Many youths their teens have stooped 
shoulders, rounded backs, and drooping heads. 
They must encounter life’s gigantic problems 
with handicaps onerous that the discerning 
shout a-warning cry. Bad posture detri- 
ment, physically, psychically, professionally, 
and socially. 

Poor posture becoming more and more 
general, yet very few groups seem work- 
ing against consistently. Military academies 
handle the problem magnificently. Their teach- 
ers obtain results but what about the other 
groups, the rest us? Colleges, high schools, 
seminaries, and nursing schools are graduating 
flat-chested, stoop-shouldered alumni. Why? 

tangible realization the fact that good 
posture conducive good health, 
degree confidence self, and deeper 
measure self-respect, makes worth- 
while acquisition. costs energy, effort, and 
time, but pays. Good posture suggests 
alertness, poise, and vigor which militate for 
efficiency and invite success. 


Man Naturally Erect 


Man’s body designed that can hold 
himself erect with relatively small expendi- 
ture energy, carries himself properly. 
aligned against the pull gravity 
two-point base with his weight proportionately 
distributed about long, bony rod which 
deeply imbedded the flesh. This vertebral 
column, capped the skull anteriorly, 
firmly ankylosed the pelvic girdle the 
caudal end. The rounded heads the long leg 
bones fit into the deep sockets the pelvic 
girdle, while about three hundred muscles, ar- 
ranged antagonistic sets, pass from legs, 
body, head, such way that, for ex- 
tended periods time, man can hold his body 
perpendicularly against the pull gravity. 
can stand attention swing along, grace- 
fully and rhythmically, one-point base, 
shifting his weight from foot foot with 
rapidity and ease. With celerity and charm 
can adjust his spinal column straight- 
back chair, studio couch, comfy sofa, 
while his arms and head are free engage 
occupations. Man does 
not have slump cringe scrape. 
alone can stand gracefully erect and “look the 
world the face.” has been adroitly 
assembled. 

The versatility and perfection his body 
and his capacity stand erect make man in- 
different his assets, for familiarity breeds 
apathy, not contempt. Little time energy 
spent efforts maintain good posture. 
conscious effort expended acquire 
perfect posture. But perfection any line 
demands sustained consistent effort and con- 
stant vigilance. The “hunt-and-peck” system 
may enable individual type fairly well, 
eventually, but time and energy are wasted 
the performance. The operator handicapped 
man hasn’t acquired good posture wastes 
energy and strength. He, too, handicapped 
and must suffer the consequences. 


What Good Posture? 


When individual sitting, walking, 
standing properly? What perfect posture 
and how may acquired? few simple 
analyses and checks enables anyone exam- 
ine his her own bearing and decide 
whether she have poor, fair, good, 
perfect posture. 

individual who habitually walks tall, 
stands tall, sits tall, and kneels tall probably 
has excellent perfect posture. standing 
sitting tall possible the head tends 
line with the vertical column, the shoulders 
are squared and there counter clockwise 
roll the pelvic region which flattens the 
lower abdomen and excessive 
curves. The weight equally distributed 
about the strong central spinal column which 
has been designed carry the body’s weight. 
The muscles and ligaments are not strained 
for the body the normal position. 
all simple just matter carrying one- 
self tall possible without exaggerated 
effort strain. 

Again, individual who wishes check 
his posture may imagine that trying 
pass through very narrow doorway, one just 
wide enough permit his body pass with- 
out touching squeezes through carefully. 
making the pass naturally stretches 
(stands tall) and clears the opening with 
inch spare. much physical adjustment 
called for during the process these mental 
gymnastics, very probable that the indi- 
vidual has most, fair posture. His head 
his abdomen protrude, probably both! 

Lastly there the time-honored custom 
testing posture balancing object the 
head. person can carry book, for ex- 
ample, some distance with facility and grace, 
and have the same time comfortable, 
natural feeling, the chances are that habit- 
ually has good posture. has out-of- 
line feeling, very probable that meets 
things head first and not chest first. 

poor posture this latter type the head 
precedes the body. rammed forward 
though the individual desired scrutinize 
object carefully. The nuchal ligament the 
back the neck taut and fatigue pains fre- 
quently develop the shoulder region. 
individual standing correctly, will find 
that his chest touches first when walks 
directly straight wall, and that his 
head inch two from the wall. 


Stand and Sit Tall 


However were considering habits pos- 
ture the adolescent. How can she 
induced acquire good technique? Example 
remains one the most effective teaching 
tools. Boys and girls will continue imitate 
and emulate those whom they have selected 
ideals. Mannerisms, beliefs, customs, habits 
posture will meticulously copied and 
woven into their own life fabric. parents 
and teachers and friends, consistently demon- 
strate habits excellent posture, while they 
teach and insist the observance simple 
rules, few boys and fewer girls will imperil 
their health and sacrifice their poise faulty 
carriage. Neither will they jeopardize their 
social and professional standing.
